We beg your Mijztty may likewiſe be inform'd, that the chief Support of this Nation is from the 
Woollen-Manufdctüre, and that this City wholly depends upon it, that Norwich Stuffs have been ſcrambled 
for in molt Parts of Europe, and are ſuch as your Royal {ſue would have been glad and might have worn, 
had your County afforded any thing to have given in Exchange for them, nay 'twould have been better 
for us to have clohtl' your Whole Family ther”, chan ever been bleſt with their Company here. 

France, Spain nd Twrkzy have conſum' vaſt Quantities of the aboveſaid Manufacture, all which 
Countries are or will be entirely loft to us. France by the railing of her Coin, has made all Commerce 
impracticable wiſh her, which might have been, prevented, if your Majeſty in your late Quadruple 
Alliance as tis call'd, tad but ftipulated, that Forreigners ſhould not ſuffer by thoſe Changes, nor have 
their Properties lye at tue Mercy of a French Edid ; which by the, looks more like a Friend to Arbitra- 
ry Power, than anv thing we pretendedly felt in the Stuarts, Reigns z3 but *tis our migfortyne that your

Spain upon which was our great Dependance, is torn once more from us by a ſeemingly unayoidable new 
War, begun upon the infraction of the moB ſolemn Tr-aty of Utrechtz a War which obviates the Re-

We feel Poverty creeping upon us every Day, and we that furniſh*d all Europe with Cloathing, can *t 
now afford decently to Cloath our Selves; Our Wives who went neat before, are now reduced toa 
level with the French Slavery, and carry Tokens thereof about them wherever they go: our Children 
in vain cry for Bread, and their wants teach them in their Infancy when they can but jult ſpeak, 
to ſtutter forth Curſes againſt you and your Iſſue; Our young Men have no Employ but to fteal, 
a poor Trade in this Nation, to gather the Gleanings of ſuch cluſe Robbers as have gone h<fore 3 
our poor, incteaſe and the Rich forſake us, befagg your Acceſſion our whole City was not c arg ·d 
above eleven Hundred, and tis now rais*d to ten Thouſand Pounds per Annum to the Poor, and 
now we are molt poor, our Wives are moſt pregnant. 3 FS | 

Thus have we Reaſon to complain, that no Regard has been had to the Intereſt of. this great 
City, nor even of the Kingdom in general; an Inſtance of which we humbly crave leave to lay 
before your Majeſty. The want of Free Trade to Sweden fox Iron and other Commodities, have 
ſenſibly touchet the greateſt part of this Nation; the Poor Country-man who gains his living by the ſweat 
of his Brows, feels the raiſing of that Commodity as he plows his Ground, and groans with the Uduble 
Affliction of ſubduing the ſtubborn Glebe, and paying Tribute of his Lahour to the Dutch, This valuable 
Branch of our Trade, is delivered over intirely to them, for no other Reaſon but that ay fel] 
us [ron at their own Price, and make us pay even dear for the Yoke, you have put about our Neck | 

We therefore humbly deſire your Majeſty to remove our Grievances by calling, a New, Free unhribd 
Parliament, and put it to the Vote of an honeſt Engliſh Houſe of Commons, not aw*d by Threats or 
mov*d by Intzreſt, what courſe ſhall be taken for our Deliverance, and we are ſure they cannot mik of
